On a bright and lovely morning of early 
September, this party entered the Moun- 
tain Meadow—traveted down it to the 
eprings, located near the southern ex- 
tremity, am camped, with the intention 
of remaining several days for the pur- 
pose of fécruiting the stock. before en: 
tering upon the desert country just be- 

The camp was scarcely settled down, 
into that quiet comfort, peculiar to an 
emigrant party when intending to rest 

several days, ere it was attacked by a 
body of Indians. The men of this party 
were not easily frightened or readily 
whipped. The camp was entrenched by 
digging away the earth under the wagon 
wheels—allowing the wagons to settle 
close to. the ground, while the earth was 
thrown up-so-as te-ferm. with the wagon 
beds, & complete breastwork. 

For three days the Indians continued 
the attack without avail. They were un- 
able to conquer those brave men—cum- 
bered as they were with their wives and 
children. The most damnable duplicity 
—having no equal on the pages of bis-' 
tery—was then employed to consum- 
mate what Indian bravery could not do. 
A white fhan appeared at the head of the 
valley with a while flag; and, so glad 
were those weary men. to see a messen- | 
ger of peace—one of their own blood and 
nation—that they dressed a liltle inno- 
cent in a white frock and a pair of strong 

arms held her up so that the messenger 
could see her. He rode into the camp. 

_ Need we follow bis words and tell how 

_ he led those men to believe him. Who 

would not helieve a white man under 
such circumstances? Those men, under 
pledge of protection, agreed to give up 
thei arms and surrender their property. 
They were willing to give up all, if in 
doing so they could save their loved 
enes.. Like true men their wives -and 

-ebildven were their first thoughts. 

The messenger went away and return- 
edin afew hours with the statement 
that the Indians had consented to let 
them go upon the terms already men- 
tioned. Then commenced the prepara- 
tion for the final act of the tragedy. 
The women and children were first 
vtarted--the men following, totally dis- 
armed and all like sheep going to the 
slaughter. Less than half a mile from 
the Springs, the signal was given and 
then commenced the carnival of white 
demons. These white men, women and 
children were shot down—butchered— 
murdered—-by men of their own Ddlood 
and nation. One instance well substan- 
tiated is shown where a young girl was 
violated as on bended knee she begged 
for the boon of life. A few of the cbil- 
dren so small that it was thought they 
conld not remember the slaughter were 
epared. Their then little tongues have 
grown inte a testimony. 

One bundred and twenty peaceabie 
men, women and children were thus 
murdered By white fiends aad their In- 
dian ailies. Fhe Indians received the 
old clothing, a quantity of provisions 
and afew worn out cattle. The balance 
of the property passed into the hands of 
the leadexs of the Mormon Church. |
